The indictment charged 
Martens, once the roommate of 
David W. Ferrie, lied to the 
grand jury. “The allegation in 
the indictment that I testified 
untruthfully is, in itself untrue,” 
said Martens yesterday. 

His apperance before the 
grand jury came in connection 
with the investigation of the 1961 
theft of explosives from a bunk- 
er near Houma^L&. 
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
